Despite Sino-Japanese hostili- 
ties, China's customs revenue re- 
ceipts for the 1937 fiscal year 
showed an advance, remarkable 
in the circumstances, of over $18 
million as compared with the pre- 
ceding year, according to figures 
just released by the Ministry of 
Finance. 

Customs receipts for the year 
amounted to $42,900,000, as 
against $324,630,000 for the 


* 1936 fiscal year, representing an 


increase of 5.635. 

In comparing the total for 
1937, receipts from two import- 
ant ports towards the end of the 
year were not included, as the 
figures, because of the war 
situation, did not arrive in time 
to allow of their being incor- 
porated into the statement for 
the whole service.

DEFEAT: FOUL .. 
IN FOURTH ROUND 


New York, Yesterday. - 

A crowd of 17,369 paying $80,000, saw Jimmy’ 
Braddock, former World Heavyweight 
Champion, bring off the biggest surprise of 
the season when he beat Tommy Farr, Brit- 
ish Empire Champion, in their climinating 

_ contest at Madison Square Garden last night. 
Giving 2 surprising exhibition of speed and 

punching power, the American, after being 
heavily punished in the earlier rounds, came 
back and won the decision on points in ten 
rounds. 

Farr fought cleverly and more than held his own 
in the first seven rounds, but found himself 
consistently unable to penetrate Braddock’s 
defence and land in the region of the Ameri- 
can’s jaw. 

in the third round probably lost 

Farr tho fight. 

The judges disagreed, leaving 
the decision to the referee, and 
the latter made each. man win four 
rounds with two even. He took 
the’third from Farr, however, be- 
cause of the low blow. 

Farr otherwiso won the round 
on points and the score-card 
would have shown a draw, 

One judge gave Farr six and 
Rraddock four, and the other 
Braddock six and Farr four. 

FARR ANGRY 

The receipts totalled £16,109, of 
which Braddock gets £5,000 and 
Farr £3,600. : 

Fare left Madison Square 
Garden for his hotel in a very 
angry mood, saying “I'll get him 
again and a decision won't be 
necessary.” 

However, Braddock is now hop- 
ing to fight the winner of the Joc- 
Louis-Max. Schmeling bout, miss- 
ing out Max Baer. 

The New York papers, allowing 
the fact that the low-blow in the 
third round might have cost the 
Welshman the victory, agree that 
Braddock was a deserving winner. 


FAULTY STYLE 
It is pointed out that Braddock 
would not have had the strength 
for his great rally, described as 
the most tremendous seen for 
years, had Farr been a fighter, 
and that the Welshman owed his 
defeat to his own faulty style. 


For this reason he gave up jab- 
bing and concentrated on his op- 
ponent's body, pounding Braidock 
whose skin showed an ugly red. 

Braddock welcomed this method 
of attack,’which gave him an op- 
portunity of repeatedly holding, 
and he conserved his energy until 
the end of the eighth round when 
he completoly changed his tactics. 

Braddock showed visible signs 
of the punishment handed out to 
him, but he rallied magnificently 
and gave Farr all that he had re- 
ceived, 


INCIDENT AT END 


An “incident” occurred at the 
end of the fight when Farr turned 
back and jumped out of the ring 
when Braddock crossed the ring 
towards him to shake hands. 
Farr, however, Inter denied this 
was done deliberately, and sald he 
only wanted to get away quickly, 
ns he was terribly disappointed. 
Farr won the first two rounds 
but in the second, Braddock show- 
ed some of his old form and skil- 
‘fully foiled the Welshman, .who 
then concentrated on tho: body. 


LOW BLOW 


Farr was alleged to have land- 
ed o low right in the third and 
lost. the round to Braddock, who 
was the,more aggressive fighter.

petence and slow wits of those in 
command, both soldiers and poll-

Even if we reduced tho'age of 
commanders more drastically, 
even if we mado it a rulu (which 
T think would be @ good’ rule) that 
ne Army or Navy or-Afr Forco 
leador should bo.over 46, still wo 
should be mad to ontrust our

It ia not long sinco a British 
general, having allowed the encmy 
to see what he meant to do, wrote 
naively in his despatches that 
“this led to tho enemy being more 
alert than usual.” : 

it is not long since another gen- 
eral wounded in battle, sald he 
was glad to have been hit because 
“in no other way could ho have 
learned the care taken of the 
wounded.” A confession that he 
had not taken the trouble to make 
sure of the efficiency of his hos- 
pital services! 

In the Great War all armies 
were started off with the idoa that 
old methods of warfaro would still 
be followed. British generals fall- 
ed to discover the need for high 
explosive shells until vast num- 
bers of lives had been unneces- 
sarily thrown away. They did 
not quickly appreciate the need 
for steel helmets and for gas 
masks, They were half-hearted 
about aircraft and tanks. 

The reason was that they lived 
in the past. Is there any reason 
to suppose that our gencrals in 
another, war would bo more up to 
date? I hope so, but I doubt it. 

Class leadership might serve, if 
there were ao great gulf fixed be- 
tween the mental attainments of 
the officers and those of the men. 
If. the “other ranks” were unfit to 
do anything but obey orders 
blindly, That is very far from be- 
ing so now. 

If every member of the Army 
Council had begun as a’ private 
and owed his position entirely to 
his own exertions and ability, it 
would not much matter how old 
they were, 5 oa 

No use replying that it would 
be waste of time for men capablo 
of ristug to- high commands to 
start at the bottom. That is what 
happens in other trades, profes- 
sions and occupations. No one 
doubts, for example, that Judges 
und Civil Servants owe their ad- 
vancement (with a few excep- 
tions) to themselves and not to the 
Social System..

The dis- 
charge first takes place through 
the neon, and the light is the 
characteristic red oof that gas.

The principal advantage of the 
discharge lamp over the older 
lamp is its much higher — ellici 
ency. According to crelative 
sizes it can produce from two to 
three times as much light per 
unit of energy supplied. 

This is because the incande- 
seent Ianp produces most of its 
light in the-red or infra-red ree 
gicna of the spectrum, while the 
discharge Inmp produces its out- 
put mostly in the’ visible bands 
of the spectrum.

Improving Efficiency

Shadow Factories 


HIS five “shadow” factories of 

the aireraft factories all in 

the Coventry area, impressed the 

exp to whom they were thrown 
open for inspection recently. 

Kighteen months ago the scheme 
for these “shadow” factories was 
announced; and the rapid progress 
made is a triumph for British 
methods of organisation, Each fac- 
tory has been built next to’ the 
particular motor-car works spon- ; 
soring it; and now the machinery : 
has been instilled and the produc: 
lion stage ched, 

The underlying principle is that 
certain engineering: firms, which 
do not normally make munitions, 
have now get up some measure of 
munition production and thus 
created a reserve source of supply. 

This decision was taken after a 
review of civil industry by the 
Committee of Imperial Defence, 
which found ‘that it was desirable 
to earmark the resources of a 
number of firms for particular 
types of production, naval, mili- 
tary and air, in order to increase 
normal sourees of supply as speed, 
fly as possible in time ‘of emer- 
weney, : 


MOTOR FIRMS 


Under this scheme various mot- 
or firms were allocated for Air 
Ministry work and, as the increas: 
ed reserves of aircraft and aero- 
engines required under the | pros 
gramme for the expansion of the 
Royal Air Force were beyond the 
normal capacity of the regular 
aireraft and engine manufactur- 

arrangements were made for 

motor firms to asslat im- 

mediately in the provision of 
these erves. 

The scheme adopted by — the 
Ministry has therefore a twofold 

urpose: (a) To provide part of 
the reserves of aireraft and nero- 
engines’ required under .the ex- 
pansion of the Air Force, and (b) 
to give the, motor firms assigned 
to the Ministry experience in the 
production of aircraft and nero- 
engines, which they will be able 
to utilise in the time of emer- 
gency. 

The second objective is of 
prime importance and will result 
in inereased productive capneity, 
ready planned and trained, which 
will be rapidly available when re- 
quired, 


That is why the new Gov 
ment factories have been ¢ 
ns close as possible to the 
ent” motor factories, The cost 
of erecting these new works and 
installing the necessary plant bas 
been borne by the Government. 
The firms have undertaken — the 
management of the factories as 
agents, the aircraft and engines 
produced being paid for on an 
agreed ba 

PEACE-TIME EXPERIENCE 

The scheme enables the firms 
tu obtain in peace time practical 
experience in aircraft and 2 : 
engine production with the | 
possible interference with = their 
ordinary commercial business. It 
will provide them also with a re- 
serve of trained personnel, while 
the proximity of the Government 
works to the “parent”? motor fac- 
tories enables supervision to be 
simplified and full advantage to 
be taken of common services. 

The d ion that has been 
taken to produce for the time be- 
ing a’ series of components: of 
the Bristol “Mercury” engine, in 
preference to the manufacture of 
complete engines at each factory, 
has the advantage of avoiding the 
duplication or multiplication of 
orders for jigs, gauges, tools and 
plant. + Furthermore, it simpli- 
fies the technical supervision by 
the Bristol Company. 

The first set of | components 
from each of the Government fac- 
tories has been pa d by the 
Acronautical Inspection Director- 
ate of the Ministry. The result 
was highly satisfactory, the qua-~ 
lity of the workmanship being 
excellent. Assembly has since 
taken place and the first complete 
engine is now undergoing its 
tests at the Bristol works. The 
production of components in, pro- 
gressing -stendil, ~aund-within. the. 
next six months maximum pence- 
time production, on a one-shift 
basis, will be reached. 

.@ ESPRIT DE CORPS 

The ,esprit de corps shown by 
the firms in the engine group is 
beyond praise. The final success 
of the scheme is now assured, The 
design and erection. of factories 
and the securing of the necessary 
plant and tools, at a difficult period 
and in the face of demands from 
other munition industries, repre- 
sent a remarkable achievement.

Many classes of workers in the 
country, however, suffered heavy 
reductions in wages during that 
slump perfod, and the adjustment 
of wagos to the rise in the cost-of- 
Uving Ja slow.and laboured. More- 
over, there {s undoubtedly a fear 
that unless something ‘is done to 
check the present tendency tho 
position may worsen over the next 
twelve months, in spite of the fact 
that for the last few wocks prices 
have shown a small decline. 


In so far as prices have increas- 
ed heavily as. compared with the 
slump period, it may be said that 
the principal reason is recovery In 
world prices-—~not a wholly. bad 
feature fn itself, I must point out, 
however, that there are a number 
of other causes affecting this posi- 
tlon which can most definitely bo 
traced to Government action.

Foremost among there is, . of 
course, che changed fiscal policy 
of the country. Vory tew peopic 
realise that thy votes they cast in 
the stampede Genoral Election of 
1981 involved a revolution in our 
tariff -policy. 


Tho Government were fortunate 
in that chey applied protection at 
a timo of rapidly falling prices, 
and it.was dificult for the public 
to understand that tariffs prevont- 
ed the consumer from obtaining, 
at p time of failing wages, the 
tull relict he might have expected 
from-lower prices. 

To-day, however, the applica- 
tion of tariffs becomes a very 
serious factor for consumers, Com- 
pared with the financial year 
1930-81, tho yield from Customs 
dutica in the current financial year 
will show an increase of over 
£100,000,000 sterling. 

Judged on a family basis, in the 
case of a family of four people, 
the increase per family in in- 
direct taxation is not less than 
£8 108, to £9 per annum. 

During the. period of depression 
Govornment advocates exult over 
the fact that tariffs have not meant 
a higher cost-of-living; ‘but it is 
significant that the Government's 
own actions disprove the 
usually made that the “foreigner 
pays the tax.” 

For example, in the case of iron 
and stecl, whore the Government 
havo needed increased supplics for 
munitions and have been nervous 
about tho rise in costs, they havo 
twice reducod the tariff, until now 
it stands at o very low figure in- 
deed on all except non-Cartol 
steel. If the foreigner does not pay 
the tax upon iron and stecl, it 
can hardly bo argued that ho docs 
pay it.

Ment affords. another example.

A further reason for the rise in 
food prices is to be found in the 
operation of artificial restrictions 
on suppiics 25 a consequence of 
Marketing Schemes. and Quotas.

What ought to be done in these 
circumstances? No single act of

On the second point, I submit

The relation of agriculture, how- 
over, to importa and food prices is 
a matter upon which a great deat 
more can 'be dune. It is of no use 
to restrict importa. artificially 
without  cffectively organising 
home production. Thig has been 
made abvolutely clear in the caso 
of pigs and bacon. 

The position tu-uay Is that a largo 
part or our population fs suiter- 
ing trom -mamucriuon through 
insufficient ood. ‘The actual’ 
amount of food, specified in com- 
modities, required to maintain 
the population at a proper stand- 
ard of life should bo fixed, the 
amount of this to be producod at 
home should bo eetticd, and the 
imports of food without taxation 
should be arranged accordingly.

HERE is no geldon rule to 
guide Contract Bridge ploy-

least, “One No Trump." Now, 
perhaps, the fat is in the fire. East 
also may take an optimistic view 
of his opponents’ passes.

It is, of course, a gamble to pass 
on a hand on which a bid could 
be made with safety.
